Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Laywell et al. (5 December 2000) Identifiation of 
a multipotent astrocytic stem cell in the immature and adult mouse brain. PNAS 97(25): 13883-13888 teaches that embryonic, immature 
and astrocyte precursors may form neurons. This does not support the Applicant's argument as the claims are drawn to "astrocytes" and 
the Applicant has maintained that the "astrocytes" as claimed are none of the above multipotent cell types. Futhremore, as evident from 
Table 1, the only category of "astocytes" meeting the Applicant's definition, "Adult cortex" does not form neurons upon the described 



treatment. 
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
